Dread death has been conquered. Eventually there will 
be an “open tomb” for us. The learned pagans believed in 
the soul’s immortality, but they knew nothing of the Resur- 
rection of the body. This is taught by the Resurrection of 
Jesus, as St. Paul repeatedly testifies. After having this as- 
surance, does it not seem so congruous that the body, which 
had been the companion of the soul from the beginning of 
both, should be reunited to it? Death, according to St. Paul, 
was a consequence of our first parents’ sin. But since Christ 
the second Adam undid the work of the first Adam, it was 
congruous that a victory should be gained over death for all 
for whom Christ died. 


The intensity of our joy today is measured only by the 
depth of our sadness on Friday; because the object of both is 
the same—Jesus, our friend, our Lover, our Saviour. 


During the past 40 days.it was Miserere; now it is 
Alleluja. Then it was Stabat Mater Dolorosa; now it is 
Regina Coeli Laetare. How different does this make every- 
thing seem both in and out of church! The bare altars are 
now richly covered with flowers; the silent organ now peals 
loudly ; the change even in the humor of the people is so no- 
ticeable. The change is due to the Church’s message “Jesus 
ig not dead, but liveth.” 


Our rejoicing is for Jesus’ sake and for our own. We 
are overjoyed at the triumph of sur Divine Savior.. His ene- 
mies thought that they had scored a victory, but the victory 
is His. The grave was sealed to hold Him fast, but He has 
broken its bonds, and has risen. His sufferings are forever 
atanend. He will soon go into His glory, and as He himself 
tells us, He will go to prepare a place for us, because His 
Resurrection is the guarantee of our own.
